All is quiet at high school

WASHINGTON (AP) — A fed eral ju d ge 
ru led tix lay that millions of d ocu ments and 
the White Hou se tapés accu mu lated d u ring 
the presid ency (rf Richard M. Nix on belong 
to the gov ernment. 
The d ecision nu llifies a Sept. 7. 1974, 
agreement u nd er which Nix on was to hav e 
partial access and control of his papers 
“There is no preced ent which compels 
the find ing that the ‘presid ential materials 
and tapes' are the personal property of 
former Presid ent Nix on," U.S. District 
Ju d ge Charles R. Richey said in a d etailed 
opinion. 
At issu e are an estimated 42 million 
d ocu ments 
and 2*/2 
y ears 
of 
tape 
record ings generated by the Nix on White 
Hou se. 
The ju d ge d id . howev er, set ou t an 
elaborate proced u re for Nix on to attempt 
to recov er items or tapes which he might 
claim to be priv ate or personal. 
Rickey 's d ecision, while keeping the 
Nix on d ocu ments in the possession of the 
gov ernment, also d eclared them ou t of 
bou nd s for u nlimited pu blic access. 


Richey said that, while materials and 
tape record ings generated by most fed eral 
d epartments are su bject ‘ d the Freed om 
of Information Act. the Nix on papers and 
tapes are not. 
The 
Freed om 
of

Act 
establishes specific means for members of 
the pu blic to obtain gov ernment record s. 
The original agreement for d isposition 
of the record s of the Nix on era called for 
them to be stored in a facility near the for­ 
mer presid ent's estate in San Clemente.

Two key s — one kept by the General 
Serv ices 
Ad mi nist rati on, 
the 
gov ernment's land lord , and one by Nix on 
— were to be req u ired for access 


After Nix on resigned Au g. 9. 1974. then- 
Special 
Prosecu tor 
Leon 
Jaworski 
objected to the agreement between Nix on 
and the Ford ad ministration. 
Jaworski said he feared there wou ld be 
insu fficient access to Nix on's papers, 
need ed for v ariou s prosecu tions which con­ 
tinu e tod ay 
White Hou se Cou nsel Philip Bu chen 


su bseq u ently agreed to giv e the special 
prosecu tor’s office temporary v eto power 
ov er mov ement of any papers or tapes to 
San Clemente. 


Nix on's lawy ers went to cou rt asking 
that the original Sept 9 agreement be pu t 
into effect 
Freq u ently d u ring his White Hou se 
y ears. Nix on claimed the principle of 
ex ecu tiv e 
priv ilege, 
that 
is. 
priv ate 
d iscu ssions among a presid ent and his 
aid es shou ld remain secret. 
Nix on also claimed ex ecu tiv e priv ilege 
in his cou rt su it, ev en thou gh he had left 
the White Hou se. 


Richey d ismissed that claim and said 
ex ecu tiv e priv ilege “may only be asserted 
or waiv ed by the incu mbent presid ent." 


In December. Congress v oted to d eclare 
the Nix on papers the property of the 
gov ernment in a law paralleling Richey s 
d ecision. 


Appeals to both the Richey d ecision and 
the law are likely .

Habib said the United States has a 
moral obligation to giv e Sou th Vietnam 
the arms it need s to force Hanoi to carry 
ou t the 1973 Paris peace accord s.

M. Nix on and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger when the peace agreement was

Democrats develop energy plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congressional 
Democrats, 
respond ing 
to 
Presid ent 
Ford ’s chid ing that they shou ld n't criticize 
his energy conserv ation plan u ntil they 
hav e an alternativ e, are mov ing to d ev elop 
their own energy program. 
Speaker Carl Albert has d irected a task 
force to d ev ise a single energy plan which 
the Democratic majority can pu sh q u ickly . 
Albert earlier this week won pled ges 
from all committee chairmen to work with 
the task force and to set specific time­ 
tables for action on emergency economic 
relief meesu res alread y before them. 
Albert’s steps represent the Democrats' 
recognition that Ford cou ld keep the 
initiativ e in fighting the energy -economic 
crisis u nless the Democrats take steps to 
ad opt their own program. 


Rep. Jim Wright. D-Tex .. chairman of 
the task force, said the action also 
represents an awareness that Congress has 
to become more effectiv e and that there 
shou ld be a cu rb on the proliferation of 
proposals that are nev er acted on and ef­ 
forts that are d u plicated . 
Wright conced ed that the Democratic 
lead ership’s 
economic 
proposals 
annou nced three weeks ago were “some­ 
what fu zzy " becau se of a scarcity of time 
to d ev elop any one proposal satisfactorily 
and becau se of the plan to allow v ariou s 
committees to prov id e 4he d etails. 
He said the energy plan will be more 
d etailed , will contain cost estimates and 
will be read y within a month. 
Ford told a grou p of economics writers 
earlier this week that critics of his energy 


conserv ation program shou ld not “say it's 
a plan that won’t work u ntil y ou come u p 
with something that's comparable. And 
when y ou d o. then we'll talk abou t 
compromise. " 
Congressional Democrats ex pect the 
Hou se to v ote nex t week on a d elay in 
Ford ’s hike on oil import tariffs. They op­ 
pose the tariff increase bu t thu s far hav e 
failed to u nite behind an alternativ e. 
Wright said He said the task force is 
soliciting energy proposals not only from 
chairmen of pertinent committees bu t 
from ind iv id u al members. 
On Thu rsd ay . Banking Chairman Henry 
S. Reu ss, D-Wis., proposed a plan to 
allocate oil and pu t a 30-to 5 0-cent tax on 
gasoline, with a fu ll rebate monthly of 
♦ax es on essential and nonlu x u ry gasoline. 
Council to retain current cablevision 
monthly rate pending a final decision 


Cu stomers of Clablev ision, Inc., will hav e to wait 
another 30 to 45 d ay s to receiv e refu nd checks and will 
continu e to pay the $5 .90 monthly rate u ntil the 
q u estion of a rate increase can be settled between 
Cablev ision and the City Cou ncil. 
Meeting in an informal session Thu rsd ay night, the 
cou ncil agreed to (3ablev ision’s req u est to retain the 
rate at its present lev el "pend ing the ou tcome of the 
final d ecision on the rate increase," May or Jerry 
Jones said . 
No final action can be taken u ntil the regu Ur cou ncil 
meeting Mond ay . It was reported that the ad d itional 
$1 will continu e to be placed in an escrow accou nt. If 
the cou ncil ru les in fav or of (Cablev ision, the money 
will go to the company . If not the money will be 
refu nd ed . 
(Cablev ision manager Ly nn Harrison said the 
company is still try ing to work ou t a way to pay back 
$205 ,000 in the first escrow accou nt at Third National 
Bank. That money has been accu mu lating since 
Au gu st, 1971, when (Cablev ision raised its monthly rate 
from $4.90 to $5 .90 d espite cou ncil action prohibiting 
the increase. 
Harrison said the d elay in getting the checks ou t has 
been cau sed by d iv id ing the money “between X 
nu mber of accou nts." He said the company has two 
files, one for cu stomers who hav e mov ed away or for 


those who hav e mov ed within the city , d ropped CATV 
serv ice and then taken it u p again. 
"Ju d ge (Frank) Mey er also has to sign a d ocu ment, 
the name I forget, to approv e the way the fu nd s are 
paid back," Harrison said . 
Accord ing to Harrison, his attorney , James Bu ckley , 
and Qty Cou nselor Robert Fritz will hav e to 
“approach the ju d ge abou t the proper method of 
refu nd ing.” Neither Bu ckley nor Fritz was at 
'Thu rsd ay 's meeting. When the cou ncil last met on Jan. 
21, Fritz said there wou ld be no need for him to attend 
since no formal action cou ld be taken. 
To pay for clerical help and postage, Harrison 
estimates he will hav e to take $1,402.48 from the 
$205 ,000 of the escrow accou nt. He told the cou ncil 
three women hav e alread y been hired to help in the 
work. 
May or Jones req u ested Harrison to present the 
cou ncil a certified operation statement, balance sheet 
of net assets and a cq ;)y of the d epreciation sched u le 
u sed by the firm. 
After receiv ing the information, Harrison told the 
cou ncil, “i hope the cou ncil will act as q u ickly as 
possible to either grant the rate increase or not. Right 
now, gentlemen, we d on’t know whether to lock the 
d oors or not.’’ He told the cou ncil he wou ld like to 
know by Feb. 4 what rate to charge cu stomers for that 


y 


month. If no d ecision is mad e by that d ate the bill will 
remain at $5 .90, howev er. 


What Harrison wants is a 12 per cent retu rn. After 
the meeting he told The Democrat-CIapital he wou ld 
like to see the rate set at $6.90. He said the company 
has no appreciable rate of retu rn at the present. 
Du ring the session, Harrison said the net gain in 
cu stomers from Au gu st, 1971, to the present was 8 73 
and not 600 as he reported at the Jan. 21 meeting. He 
said from September, 1973, to December, 1974, 
Cablev ision gained 400 of those cu stomers. The 
company now has 5 ,448 su bscribers. Harrison repeated 
his earlier claim the company is losing $5 ,000 a month 
and that in fiscal 1974 the firm lost $5 0,000. 


Harrison again q u oted the rates other cable sy stems 
are getting in Missou ri. He said CA'TV firms in 
Jefferson City get $5 .95 , Moberly $5 .95 and in Nev ad a 
$7. He also said sy stems in Tex as get $6 and $7 and in 
Kansas as high as $8 ,95 . 
He told the cou ncil receiv ing a telev ision signal may 
be hard er for one company than another, and becau se 
of that increased ex penses are incu rred to prov id e the 
serv ice. 
"This means my rates may be higher than a gu y 40

about it which, in his view, are 
having a “ sad influence” on the 
r^st of the church.

elsewhere. 


Pope Paul is more worried 
about unorthodox moral and 
theological teachings He was 
shocked when a prominent 
Spanish Jesuit, a professor at 
the papal Gregorian university 
in Rome, published a book 
advocating both the abolition of 
priestly celibacy and the right of 
priests to masturbate. He had 
already been hurt by the open 
opposition of some leading 
Jesuits to his controversial anti- 
birth-control Humanae Vitae 
encyclical in 1968 
The state of affairs, and the 
order’s decline in numbers to 
29,000 (compared with 36,000 
only 10 years ago) are blamed 
on Fr. 
Pedro Arrupe, the 
Jesuits’ general sinc*e 1965. His 
policy has been to allow his 
brethren to say and publish 


everything short of heresy. 
Now 
his 
critics, 
who 
reportedly include a fellow 
Jesuit, Fr. Paolo Dezza. the 
Pope’s 
confessor, 
are 
demanding a tightening up of 
discipline. 
Pope Paul wants the Jesuits 
to 
throw 
themselves 
more 
wholeheartedly 
into 
the 
struggle against atheism which 
he sees as the great need oi the 
moment.' But many younger 
members of the order would 
resent a change of policy that 
diverted them from the “ third 
world” countries where half of 
them are now working. 
Many of the younger Jesuits 
also want the order to be made 
less hierarchical. Some have 
gone so far as to ask for the 
abolition of the special vow of 


obedience to the Pope that is 
taken by the elite, believed to 
number about a quarter of all 
the members. The Pope has 
already said no to that. 
Recently Fr. Arrupe denied 
that there was any rift between 
the Pq;)e and the Jesuit order 
Yet

confrontation 
between the Pope and the 
general of his shock troops is 
still possible. 
For the time being, however. 
P (^ Paul is not likely to 
imitate Clement XIV. who 
disbanded the order in 1773

was Catherine the Great of 
Russia.

Charge U.S. not getting dollars 
due from international oil

WASHINGTON (AP) - As oil 
expcMting countries such as 
Saudi Arabia and Iran search . 
for ways to spend their excess 
petrodollars, American critics 
charge the U.S. government 
isn’t getting its fair share of 
money from the international 
oil companies. 
The critics say the oil com­ 
panies are reaping unreason­ 
ably large, windfall profits. 
Several plans have been pro­ 
posed to cut those profits and 
bring the government more 
revenues from oil. The oil com­ 
panies are fighting back, ar­ 
guing their profits are shrink­ 
ing as the price of ejq)loration 
QS!^ and more and more of 
their foreign investments are 
nationalized. 
[ Smce the Organization of Pet­ 
roleum Exporting Countries, or 
faPEC, quadrupled its oil prices 
p year ago, American oil com­ 
panies have nearly matched the 
increase through hikes in the 
price of domestic oil which has 
been freed of price controls. 
That brought them $4.2 billion 
i^ unearned, before-tax profits. 
I President Ford announced 
Jbn. 15 he would end federal 
pric-e controls on the remaining 
75 per cent of U.S. oil on April 
U unless Congress stops him. 
Without a windfall profits 
the companies’ unearned 
benefits then could rise to 
about $17.4 billion before taxes. 
But Ford asked Congress to im- 
iTOSe a windfall tax that would 


tM, 


return about 88 per cent of the 
companies’ sudden revenue to 
the U.S. Treasury. They would 
be permitted to keep the re­ 
maining 12 per c*ent to cover 
rising costs and to invest in ex­ 
ploration and development of 
new supplies. 
Administration officials Mti- 
mated this would add about $12 
billion a year to the Treasury. 
Another plan that would in­ 
crease government’s revenue 
from oil is President Ford’s 
proposal to impose a $3-a-bar- 
rel special import tariff by 
April 1 as a means of drivir^ 
up prices to make people use 
less oil. The money would be 
pumped back into the economy 
through federal income tax 
cuts. The plan has met serious 
opposition in Congress. 
In still another area. Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., has in- 
troduc*ed legislation which he 
said would bring the govern­ 
ment an extra $100 billion over 
many years from oil taken 
from 
the 
outer continental 
shelf. 


Under the present system, an 
oil company operating on feder­ 
al offshore areas pays the gov­ 
ernment a royalty of 16.6 per 
cent of the oil and gas pro­ 
duced. The government’s prin­ 
cipal compensation comes from 
the large cash bonuses which 
the companies pay in bids for 
the right to drill on these 
tracts. 
Offshore oil has become ex­ 
tremely important to the U.S. 
drive to achieve self-sufficiency 


in energy, and the Interior De­ 
partment is accelerating the 
leasing of tracts. The 10 million 
areas to be leased in 1975 com­ 
pares with a grand total of just 
12 million acres leased since 
the program began 21 years 
ago. 
Unlike much of the onshore 
domestic drilling areas, the off­ 
shore lands are totally the 
property of the federal govern­ 
ment. This makes the offshore 
sites comparable to oil lands in 
countries such as Saudi Arabia 
and Iran where the government 
leases the land to the com­ 
panies. 
Bentsen has chosen the so- 
called Indonesian plan as his 
model. It is a production-shar­ 
ing concept first adopted in In­ 
donesia and now used in vari­ 
ous forms in 11 countries, in­ 
cluding Nigeria, Tanzania, Ma­ 
laysia, Burma and the Philip­ 
pines. Most deal with U.S. oil 
companies. 
The Bentsen bill provides an 
increase from 16.6 per c*ent to 
36 per cent in the amount an oil 
company would pay the govern­ 
ment from production revenues 
until exploration costs are re­ 
covered. After that, payment to 
the government would rise to 60 
per 
c*ent, 
minus 
operating 
costs. 
“The present outdated proce­ 
dure for selling these leases de­ 
prives the American people of 
revenues from public lands, ” 
Bentsen said. ‘‘My bill requires 


the oil companies to give the 
American taxpayer the same 
deal they are giving foreign 
governments.” 
Critic'S 
question 
Bentsen’s 
claim that his plan would bring 
the government $100 billion, 
noting the present world energy 
situation prevents an accurate 
forecast. They also said that in 
fiscal 1974, the rising cost of 
gas and oil had added a record 
$496 million in (^fshore royal­ 
ties to the Treasury, a trend 
which they said could further 
cloud the meaning of Bentsen’s 
figure. 


The Interior Department op­ 
poses the bill because it is con­ 
sidering several different meth­ 
ods 
for increasing 
revenue 
from offshore leases, including 
profit sharing and installment 
or 
contingency 
bonus 
pay­ 
ments. 


Meanwhile, 
some 
critics 
charge the oil companies are 
getting lucrative tax breaks 
that should be stopped. Sen. 
Charles Percy, R-llL, reported 
recently that an analysis of tax 
data of seven major U.S. oil 
firms showed they paid an ef­ 
fective income tax cate of only 
5 per c*ent for each year be­ 
tween 1968 and 1972. 


The report shows the seven 
companies paid foreign taxes at 
effective rates ranging from 20 
to 29 per cent for the same 
five-year period.

He accused 
Arafat o f refusing to buy mo dern So v iet 
equipment fo r the PLA and said this 
created a serio us arms sho rtag e fo r “the 
big g est but po o rest Palestinian fo rce.” 
Mo sco w insists that Arafat neg o tiate fo r 
PLA arms, “but when we asked him to 
seek So v iet arms and equipment. Arafat 
refused to help us.” Buderi said. 
It was Buderi’s first public attack o n 
Arafat since he to o k co mmand o f the army 
in 1971. Arafat has put do wn sev eral PLA 
mutinies witho ut v io lence, mo st o f them

— Two large oil tankers col­ 
lided at a British Petroleum 
r e fin e r y dock on the 
Delaware RiVer early today, 
setting off a series of ex­ 
plosions and a spectacular 
hre.

An undetermined number 
of the 70 or so crewmen 
aboard the two ships were un­ 
accounted for. according to

But I can now accept the CIA in my life 
with an inner serenity . I hav e dev eloped 
this simple philosophy : 


If men would but liv e their liv es as 
though gumshoes from sev en gov ernment 
agencies were alway s half a block behind, 
the appeal of the v irtuous life would soon 
be made manifest to them. 


I also get some comfort from the security 
that all this gov ernment attention prov ides 
To way lay me. a bad man would hav e to 
get past a wh o le posse o f fed eral flatfeet 
Here is the latest count: 
* In 
late 
19 7 0. 
the 
White 
House 
assigned J ack Caulfield, the precursor of 
the plumbers, to inv estigate me His aim. 
according to a confidential Feb. 11. 19 71. 
memo, was to make “ the ability of the 
Andersons of the world to gain White 
House 
information 
both 
difficult 
and 
hazardous.” He spent three months on the 
assignment, without notable results 


* The Pentagon's sleuths got on my 
trail in early 19 71. They produced a 
bespectacled clerk. Eugene Smith, as our 
master spy and. after third-degree grillings 
that left him with ulcers, dragged him 
before a grand jury in Norfolk. Va. The 
U.S. 
attorney 
there. 
Brian 
Gettings. 


quickly concluded that Smith was the 
wrong man. 


Shortly thereafter, the Washington 
Post reported that the White House “ is 
directing 
a 
major effort 
to discredit 
columnist J ack Anderson” — an effort the 
Post said inv olv ed the J ustice Department. 
Republican 
National 
Committee 
and 
CREEP 
(Committee 
to Re-Elect 
the 
President). These groups were to feed 
“ negativ e material about Anderson” to the 
press and to simpatico senators. 


By this time, the CIA and the FBI 
had 
joined 
the 
posse. 
A 
separate 
inv estigation 
was 
directed 
by Robert 
Mardian. 
then 
an 
assistant 
attorney 
g e n e r al, 
w h ose 
p lain c loth e sm e n 
collaborated 
behind 
the 
scenes 
with 
Intertel. the priv ate ey e firm, which had 
been hired by ITT to spy on me. Mardian 
has now been conv icted in the Watergate 
case. 


In 19 72. the maladroit White House 
plumbers turned 
their attention from 
Pentagon Papers' leaker Daniel Ellsberg 
and scrawled my name on their blackboard 
as their new Public Enemy No. 1. Their 
relentless search for my sources led them 
at last to a gentle Nav y y eoman and they 
browbeat a confession out of him that he 
was, indeed, a spy — not for me but for the 
J oint Chiefs of Staff. 


* The 
following 
y ear, 
the 
FBI 
considered raiding my offices, but decided 
instead to arrest me in the streets in the act 
of receiv ing gov ernment documents from 
the Indians. As it turned out. it was my 
associate le s Whitten who was pinched. 
But the prosecutor dismissed the charges 
as 
groundless 
and 
the 
court 
further 
humiliated the gov ernment by ordering the 
FBI to destroy its records of my phone 
calls. 


* A dozen y ears ago. the Internal 
Rev enue Serv ice checked out my tax 
returns and couldn't find a penny out of 


order. The tax sleuths didn't question my 
returns again until my name appeared on 
President Nix on’s enemies list. Now the 
IRS is preparing to check ev ery figure, 
ev ery deduction, ev ery v oucher in my 19 73 
returns. The computer just happened to 
select me. by chance, for an in-depth audit, 
the IRS ex plained. 


The gov ernment’s attentions to me. 
albeit, hav e had a Max well Smart quality . 
Plumber E. Howard Hunt, for ex ample, 
sometimes wore a reddish wig which he 
would get on crooked and carried a camera 
disguised in a tobacco pouch. 


In fairness, Hunt has contended that an 
impartial v iewing will rev eal that the wig 
was brownish and that the description of it 
as reddish is just another facet of the 
organized campaign to make him appear 
ridiculous. 


It should also be stated, in fairness, that 
the 
assorted 
presidential 
prowlers, 
dispatchers and controls were engaged in 
secret 
doings 
that 
fragmented 
their 
energies. These truly momentous ev ents 
ranged from burglarizing Watergate to 
fab ricatin g 
a 
new 
v ersion 
of 
Chappaquiddick. 


The natural v enality and mendacity of 
the Nix on regime, therefore, was tempered 
by administrativ e mismanagement, which 
ov erloaded the inv estigators in the field. So 
much to do to so many , and so few to do it.

WASHINGTON - H. L. Hu nt, the 
eccentric oil b illionaire, kept a tight lock 
du ring his life on a Pandora’s b ox . When he 
died a few weeks ago at age 85, the lid was 
lifted for u s. What we fou nd, attested to in 
a su ppressed cou rt docu ment, is an 
incredib le 
tale of b rib ery , infidelity , 
corru ption, 
tax 
cheating, 
political 
manipu lation and worse. 


The charges were b rou ght b y two of the 
old ty coon’s cloest associates — his former 
personal assistant,,John Cu rington, and 
tru sted corporate aide John Brown. 


Both hav e now b een indicted for 
allegedly siphoning off fu nds from the 
Hu nt empire. Bu t their charges, made 
jointly u nder oath, shou ldn’t b e dismissed 
withou t an inv estigation. 


Haroldson Lafay ette Hu nt was a cru sty 
cu rmu dgeon, who liked to b oast he was 
“the richest man in the world’’ b u t who 
had a repu tation as a skinflint. He packed 
his lu nch to his office in a b rown paper 
sack and spread whole wheat sandwiches 
and dried pru nes on his desk, u sing the 
Wall Street Jou rnal for a tab lecloth. 


Bu t the secret life of the oil b illionaire, 
according to Cu rington and Brown, was a 
different story . They portray him as a b ig- 
stakes gamb ler who sq u andered money to 
gratify his hates. Among his v ictims were 
some of the b iggest names in American 
politics. 


The story was b u ried in the legal filings 
of a 1970 lawsu it. After Cu rington and 
Brown made their charges, the su it was 
settled and the sworn statements were 
withdrawn. Bu t we hav e ob tained copies of 
the su ppressed material. 
Among the 
allegations are these: 


» ^That Hu nt “spent hu ge su ms of cash’’ 
to mail ou t “an attack on John F. Kennedy 
and the Roman Catholic Chu rch.’’ 
That Hu nt fu rnished cash to “a leading 
anti-Semitic 
propagandist 
... 
with 
instru ctions for the fu nds to b e u sed to 
create an u nfav orab le image for Jews.’’ 


fc^That the oilman “spent large su ms of 
cash’’ to defeat the late Ly ndon Johnson, 
Sens. 
Hu b ert 
Hu mphrey , 
D.-Minn., 
William Fu lb right, D.-Ark., and Alan 
Cranston, D.-Calif. The docu ment charges 
Hu nt’s corporate fu nds and employ es were 
u sed for political pu rposes. 
t^That Hu nt cash went to Richard 
Nix on. This secret financing, it has b een 
reported elsewhere, helped to pu t Nix on 
into the v ice presidency in 1952. 
» ^That Hu nt money was b ehind the 
George Wallace-Cu rtis LeMay third-party 
ticket in 1968. One estimate pu ts the Hu nt 
contrib u tion at $1 million. 
✓ That Hu nt had a “confidential and 
clandestine transaction’’ 
with Federal 
Commu nications Commissioner Rob ert E. 
Lee. In other testimony , a lawy er q u otes 
Cu rington as say ing Hu nt rewarded the 
commissioner for helping with his right- 
wing 
Life 
Line 
b roadcasts. 
Lee 
acknowledged tliat he and Hu nt were 
“pretty good friends’’ and that Hu nt 
freq u ently 
called 
him, 
once 
ab ou t 
employ es for Life Line. Bu t Lee said all he 
ev er got from Hu nt was a q u art of pecans 
one Christmas. “'There were no b u siness 
dealings,’’ said the FCC commissioner. 


✓ That Hu nt once admitted he had 
“stolen in ex cess of |8 million from 
himself,’’ u sing Swiss b ank accou nts. He 
allegedly told the tax collectors he lost it 
gamb ling. 
✓ 'That the b illionaire u sed his employ es 
to try to collect an $800,000 gamb ling deb t 
from a Nev ada casino owner, then u sed 
employ es to protect him “from notoriou s 
gamb ler Frank Erickson, who claimed H. 
L. Hu nt owed Him $4 30,000.’’ Hu nt once 
claimed he b et $125,000 with Erickson on a 
single footb all game. 


✓ 'That Hu nt’s employ es were req u ired 
to recru it women to trav el with him, to 
ex plain away his infidelities and to 
straighten ou t a scandal inv olv ing a relativ e 
and a prominent Tex as matron. 
✓ 'That Hu nt sold food from his HLH 
produ ct 
line 
“ u nfit 
for 
hu man 


consu mption, knowing that su ch sales 
wou ld end u p in N ^ro and low-income 
areas.” 
✓ That Hu nt u sed illegal Mex ican lab or 
at his “Indian Hot Springs Resort in 
Hu dspeth Cou nty , Tex as” and div erted 
company fu nds to the priv ate u se 
his 
family . 


✓ That Hu nt made “gifts to pu b lic 
officials in retu rn for fav ors. He allegedly 
also charged off as company ex penses fav or- 
cu rry ing gifts to b oth Arab and Jewish 
grou ps. 


✓ That Hu nt compelled a b ank and other 
b u siness firms “which did b u siness with 
Hu nt Oil Co. to make certain kickb acks.” 
In some cases. Hu nt req u ired them to 
contrib u te to his right-wing fou ndation and 
his Life Line b roadcasts, his former 
associates allege. 


✓ That the b illionaire paid off “certain 
key food b u y ers fw chiu n stores ... to 
indu ce them to b u y HLH produ cts.’’ 


✓ 'That Hu nt div erted $7 0 million from 
his (Ml firm to pay for his food company , 
which then adv ertised in his right-wing 
pu b lications. 


✓ 'That Hu nt operated a b ookie Joint and 
chiseled the internal Rev enu e Serv ice for 
$11 million in tax es. Once he allegedly 
helped a fiMiner employ e dodge a su b poena 
for a grand ju ry , wliich was inv estigating 
Hu nt’s gamb ling. 


A Hu nt spokesman pointed to Cu rington 
and 
Brown’s 
cu rrent 
indictment 
as 
argu ment that they cou ldn’t b e tru sted to 
tell the tru th ab ou t the Hu nts. The 
sp(^esman contended their accu sations 
were u ntru e and shou ld b e classified as 
“smu t.” 


Bu t the detailed charges are part of the 
Tex as 
Watergate 
scandal 
that 
has 
entangled many of the oil cu rmu dgeon’s 
su rv iv ors.

A rt Buchw ald. 
History of Americans first w ire tap 


WASHING'TON — A great deal has b een 
written ab ou t the man who inv ented the 
telephone, b u t v ery little has b een said 
ab ou t the first man to tap one. As ev ery one 
in law enforcement knows, the telephone is 
ab solu tely worthless u nless y ou can find 
ou t what the people on each end of the line 
are say ing. 


The man who gets 
fu ll credit for hav ing 
tapped the first tele- 
pb râe line any where in 
the world is J. Edgar 
Soosa, a y ou ng agent 
in the Ju stice D e^rt- 
ment du ring' President 
Uly sses S. Grant’s Ad­ 
ministration. 
Bu ehwaM 


Soosa was not only a dedicated law 
enforcement 
officer 
b u t 
a 
whix at 
electronics. He b eliev ed that when fighting 


crime, domestic and foreign, y ou had to 
.u se ev ery weapon at y ou r disposal. It was 
thanks to Soosa’s determination and skill 
that any one can now tap a telephone in this 
cou ntry withou t fear of detection or 
retrib u tion. 


This is what happened: In 187 5Uly sses S. 
Grant was finishing ou t his term of crffice. 
Grant was lu ring to ru n again in 187 6 b u t 
he was worried ab ou t his political enemies 
whom he b eb ev ed were ev ery where. One 
in particu lar was an Alex ander Graham 
Bell, a Scotsman who worked in Boston. 
Someone at the White Hou se had told 
President Grant that Bell was working for 
the election of Ru therford B. Hay es. (The 
aide actu ally had confu sed Alex ander 
Graham BeU with a Boston poUticain 
named Arnold Choate BeU, who was a b ig 
Hay es su pporter.) 


' President Grant caUed in J. Eklgar Soosa 
and told him, “This is v ery confidential b u t 


I want y ou to go to Boston and find ou t 
what Alex ander Graham Bell is u p to. 


“When y ou get the information, I want 
y ou to report directly to me. Use any 
method y ou hav e to as long as y ou get 
resu lts. If y ou get cau ght I’ll see that y ou 
get an ex ecu tiv e pardon.” 


Soosa, who was u sed to following orders, 
immediately proceeded to Boston. He 
(b scov ered that Alex ander Graham Bell 
was working with deaf children which 
ob v iou sly was a cov er for his real job , 
which was to get Ru therford Hay es elected 
President. 


BeU Uv ed in a b oarding hou se with an 
assistant named Thomas A. Watson. Soosa 
rented a room in the same hou se u nder the 
name of Zimb ab st. 


When b oth Bell and Watson went ou t one 
day , Soosa b roke into their rooms. He 
(b scov ered a series of wires going from one 
room to another. They were connected 


with 
strange-looking 
speakers. 
His 
cu riosity was arou sed. Why were BeU and 
Watson commu nicating b y these wires 
when their rooms were only 100 feet apart? 
It was ob v iou s that they were afraid that if 
they were in the same room together they 
might b e ov erheard. 


Soosa reported his findings b ack to 
President Grant who b ecame terrib ly 
pertu rb ed. “We hav e to know what they ’re 
say ing to each other,” he said. 
Soosa agreed. “I’v e b een thinking ab ou t 
it. If I cou ld attach a wire to their wire and 
hav e a speaker in my room, I cou ld record 
ev ery thing they say .” 


“'Then do it,” Grant thu ndered. 


“'There’s only one prob lem,” Soosa said. 
“It may b e ill^al. I’m not su re y ou can 
attach a wire to someb ody else’s wire and 
b stenin.” 


“Danu nit,” said the irritated President.

opinions, Teeter fou nd the GOP generally 
v iewed as u ntru stworthy , incompetent, and 
closely alb ed with b ig b u siness. 


Jarm an’s 
decision 
has 
particu lar 
interest. It is no longer a nov elty , of cou rse, 
for a Sou thern Democrat to ab andon his 
old party lab el. One thinks of John 
ConnaUy in Tex as, Mills Godwin in 
Virginia, and Strom 'Thu rmorMi in Sou th 
Carob na. Jarman dou b tless was motiv ated 
in part b y instincts of pob tical su rv iv al: He 
narrowly defeated Repu b b can Mickey 
Edwards last Nov emb er, and might well 
hav e lost a rematch as a Democrat in 197 6 


Bu t Jarman gav e u p 24 y ears of seniority 
as a Democrat for two principal reasons: 
He cou ld read the handwriting on the wall 
of the Hou se; he knew he was ab ou t to b e 
ou sted as chairman of his su b committee. 
And he had passed a p(Mnt of no retu rn in 
his discomfort with Democratic ideol(^y . 


In talking with the Daily Oklahoman's 
Allan Cromley , howev er, Jarman gav e 
b ttle indication of a partisan enthu siasm 
for the Repu b b can party as su ch Jarman's 
key word was “conserv ativ e.” He noted 
that he represents a “conserv ativ e district ” 
in Oklahoma City ; he remarked that 
Oklahoma is “b asically a conserv ativ e 
state.” He recaUed that from the b eginning 
(^ his serv ice in the Hou se he had v oted “a 
v ery conserv ativ e v ote.”

'Two general ob serv ations come to mind.

'The second is that these Democratic 
forces prob ab ly will impel mav ericks in 
b oth parties to giv e long and seriou s 
thou ght to following the Jarman flag.

'They 
were ou t to get me. Mr. Soo^, y ou hav e 
made a great contrib u tion to y ou r cou ntry . 
In y ears to come ev ery President wiU owe 
y ou a deb t of gratitu de and say , ‘Thank 
God for Soo^, who made the first wiretap 
possib le.’ Withou t y ou , sir, the telephone 
wou ldn’t b e worth a damn.”
